Writing about poetry is not finding its true meaning but 
trembling on the brink of finding. It is not the subject that 
matters. What matters is whether the poet has made poetry of 
the subject. There can be pedestrian verse and winged prose. 
Where there is 'feeling, there is language within language-an 
inner idiom. If requires exploration more than explanation or 
exposition. 

Here is poet Dr. Bapu Reddy whose writings open a 
new vista with gleams of fine sunshine, shafting through the 
low clusters of clouds. His poetry is indeed a passion flower of 
India's ageless culture spreading its petals amidst the disturbing 
winds of commercialism and corruption, the twin evils of the 
new millennium. Yester day's absolutes become today's 
comparatives. Insights mingle with imagination. From start to 
finish, sparks fly from the smouldering furnace of his prose- 
poetry under the sculpturing of deep experience and fecund 
imagination, and he has succeeded in catching them and finding 
them a habitation before they got extinguished. 

The very title of the slim volume 'Ananta Satyalu' unevils 
the poet' s philosophy of life, rooted in our timeless scriptures 
and spiritual heritage. It is the secularised essence of the 
world's great religions whose teachings, wind and wind towards 
the simple creed of being kind. Humanism is the modern name 
for it. 

We, find the poefs mind cruising between divinity, Infinity* 
and 'Bliss' (Ananda Brahma) and eventually anchored in Man, 
Tine proper study of mankind is man. The poet declares 1 
worship man because there rs no higher power than man 'page 
113\ Setting askte the Vedas and the doctrines of philosophy 
he proposes to study and explore man - the inner and the outer 
maa This is what Swami Vtvekananda, the modem monk had 



said: "No books, no scriptures, no science can explain the glory 
of the Self that appears as man, the most glorious God that 
ever was, the only God, that ever existed, exists or ever will 
exist." 

In the poet's creative imagination, life itself is a romantic 
idyfe - a great classic. With its entrances and exits and the 
manifestation of heavy passions (Arishad Varga), Life is a 
colourful pageant, a passing show. The miracle of birth, the 
mystery of death and the meaning of life are the fit subjects for 
the poet to probe. In his unceasing quest for truth, he discovers 
facts everywhere, confirming what Rabindranath Tagore said: 
"Truth is a combination of facts.... truth comes as a conqueror 
if we fail to receive him as a guest." 

In one of his philosophical pieces Panchendriya Radham 1 
man rides the chariot of the five senses without trying to 
understand the purpose of life. One should care to know who 
is the charioteer and what is the destination. Otherwise he is 
not a living person, not even the occupant but merely the cargo 
n jetsorn and flotsom. According to the poet, life's purpose is 
bliss and it is the trinity of "Jnananda, Bharananda and 
Jeevananda". Truth, goodness and beauty are the navigational 
guides to reach the heaven of bliss. Yet there should be no 
illusion that heaven is in outer space and that one could get it 
some time in the fictionary future. Heaven or hell is a mental 
condition. It is here and now. This is the poet's discovery on 
the basis of the triple action of self confrontation, self-awareness 
and self-investment 

Bapu Reddy is a high priest at the altar of Beauty and a 
Wordsworthian worshipper of Nature. He perceives civilisation 
growing on the banks of rivers and the coasts of seas. In his 
truly international outlook, a spirit of universality flows in all the 
rivers of the world - the Ganga, the Godavary, the nile and the 
Rhine. As a practical idealist he believes that God's pleasure 
is in doing service to man, and service to man is service to 
God. Inspite of his vedantik view of life, he is a man of deep 
loyalties and domestic pieties His feeling reference to his 
mother shows his reverence for her. He expresses his keen 
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appreciation of the fine arts and particularly music, the 
queenliest of them. 

Besides, we find in his poems a spirit of alternation 
between contemplation and action with a desire to enjoy life 
without selling himself to it. Respect for tradition controls and 
channels passion. He sees diversity in unity. The infinite is 
perceived within the forms of the finite. Spirit is in the matter 
and God is in man. His imagination enables him to see "the 
world in a grain of sand, heaven in a wild flower and aternity in 
an hour." 

The poet's being is an unfinished statue. As love and 
Vedanta chiselled him, he has awakened to the nuances of 
the inner life. He manifest it in his poems. 

The book is a unique production. It deserves to be on 
the shelves of all libraries, public and personal. 
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AN APPRECIATION 

To make itself living and effective any metaphysical doctrine 
or philosophic idea should incarnate as imagination, poetic truth or 
significant symbol and image. This miracle has been successfully 
achieved in a sustaining manner by my poet-friend Shri J. Bapu 
Reddy in his collection of poems Ananta Satyalu. Embodying his 
ideas in poetic forms is not fully satisfying for him; he goes further 
and transforms them into deeper passions. For, verily they are his 
dreams, his dream-children, his subtle and profound experiences. 
His imagination often fuses with his longing and together with his 
capacity of luminous rasa, produces poetry of a very high quality. 

His mind's journey lies through cosmic kingdoms of life's 
secrets, and taking the heart's aspiration as his constant comrade 
and guide, he seems to cross the twilight of dry Reason, and enter 
the soft twilight of his final Ideal. 

Ignorance, in its endless seeking, says the poet, has 
discovered two wonderous truths-Godhead and Infinity. For the 
self-realising theist the ultimate experience is of Infinity. Yoga and 
scientific enquiry are the two different ways leading respectively to 
the two goals. 

The search after the Supreme Person and the sense of a 
secret immortality of the Infinite have been the earliest as well as 
the ultimate preoccupation of man. The former is realisable by the 
revolutionary individual effort, and the latter attained by an 
evolutionary general progression. 

What you see is not the Truth, says Tagore, but what is Truth 
the eyes cannot see. To our poet, Truth is one dream, dream is yet 
another Truth; together truths and dreams become our daily lives. 

In the virtuosity of his poetic style and in the consummate 
artistry of words one can clearly see his lyric genius.
